traffic in spirits on Sunday, the reporier
again took kis §2 bill in hand, with a good
stout string attached, and called on Dr.
Blade 2t No. 4 John strest, where he is stop-

ing with J. 11. Lohmeyer, Secretary of the
Bpidlnnliau Society of Allegheny eounty.

The doctor appenred quite recovered from
his indisposition of the previous night, and
ps a few rays of sunshine were at the time

srmeating the atmosphere, thought the

‘vonditions” favorahie for a good manifes-

tation. The pive table wa$nguin brought
into requisition, asd the connection made of
hands on the table, when the docter de-
manded if the spirite were willing to com-
muzicste then, The table resounded with
several vigoront thumps, followed up by
several others in different portionso! the
room, showing that the spirils, baving po
use for window-shutters, chair or bedsteads
themselves, had  very lictle respect for the
waraish on those of others. -

Having thus emphatically ratified their
intention of doing bLosiness at the old
stand, some coy spirit tapped the reporter
familiariy on the right knes several times
us if to cu!l his attention under the table.
Not knowing whether the tapping spirit
was the disembodied presence of 2 lady or
gentleman, the situation was for the mo-
ment embarrassing, the light, gentle touch
at first suggesting the former, while subse-
guent procesdings at once indieated the lut-
ter. The wicitor looked wnder the table,
und saw the doctor’s feet were encased in a
pair of low, easy shoes, which could be
easily pot on or off by a simple contraction
of the foot.

THE DOCTOR 1S CLEVER.

The sugzestion that the doctor is quad-
tumanxl through his dexterity in handliog
things with his toes flashed upon the report-
oriel mind, but if he is so, and manages the
experiments by that means, he is certainly
phevowmenal, for at no time was he caught
either with his shoe off and storkings ent
sway from the toes, or in the actofl per-
forming any of the tricks,

Oae of the slates purchased the night be-
fore by THE DIsPATCH was taken by Dr.
Blade, sna enving that the “influences”
were remarkably poweriul, he placed it
uader the table, and osked if the spirits
were willing to be interviewed, With that
ypromptitude to nnswer guestions which is a
1atal delect in Matt Quay’s charncter, they
wrole “ves ™ witha final flourish to the s,
avd the serap of peneil Iving exnetly at the
terminution of the final line. The spirits
ihen commenced 1o play with the doetor
sppareutly, for he sguirmed and staried
back from his hold on the other per-
sous’ bands several times, saying he
eould mot bear the shock, withongh
the reporter's backbone was still in position,
snd mo tremor was felt in his taper and
crenm-tinted fingers. The doctor, although
physically much larger, strouger, and in
every way of a less pervous appearance, ep-
peared to feel thewonslanghts of the spirits
as keenly s one of the ow! gang would the
sudden sppearance of a squad of Chief
Brown's “finest.” The slate, wo. refused to
stay etill in Lis hand, and possibly asctuated
by malice prepease batiered 8 Lslioo on the
reporter’s koee, of which the imprints yet
remain in » black and blue landscape of the
Salvator Bosm style.

1o faot the set of spirits now atl work ap-
peared to have been doing business with
sotse spiritnal spesk-easy, for not content
with banging the newspaper man's knees,
they kicked up didor generally, knocking
over s table upon which stood a pile of
slutes, banging the shutiers and putting
themselves geverally on o par with the
drunk and disorderly denizeus of the Cen-
tral station,

THE SPIRIT OF DE. DAVIS,

After the painting red process had been
completed Dr. Slade called upon his famil-
iar spirit, whom be culled Dr. Davis, and
who announced his presence in the same
mauper prescribed by the average ritual for
seating the brethres—with three rape, He
was asked whether be thought Dr. Slade a
humbug or not, snd the jollowing reply was
written between two slates held face to
fmece, with a somewhat lofty contempt for
bath grammar and punotuntion:

My Friends—give the story no credence. it s

gath your notice, & person lke our medium
is above all abuse that ocan be uttered arainst
him, the host way to treat such an outrage, is to
ehow your contemps, thie mediam is and has
did to much forthis glovious cuuse to allow
anyoue to abuse or to &lander Lim, we are his
Iriends, ] am L. DAVIS,

This was so real pleasant of the doctor out
of the flesh coming, ut 2 saerifice of time
and the elements of English grammsr, to
the defense of bis friend in the flesh, that
the reporter asked for some direct messages
from the spirit world, and received two from
ladies whom Dr. Davis terms his guides
One is written presumably in Spanish and
the other in French, und althongh THE Dis-
FATCOH man eunnot say mueh about 8 E.,
never baying bad the pleasure of her ac-
quaintanoe, be cun congratulate Marie, upon
buving to give her own words s liberal
translution, having reached the top of the
tree.

TEE SPIRITUAL AXSWERS,

All three messages are apparently in dif-
ferent handwriting, and, .fpfha reporter’s
wife cannot read either Spanish or French,
are given below, aithough, as no date ine is
given, all spirit commuunications being alike
in being charmingly indefinite, it is impos-
sible to say whether the Indy correspondenss
are alow or aloft, to put it in nautical lan-
guege. The Senora gracefully remarks:

Yosoy de vel de todo coraszon, no huy nada-
Eue Yo no hicise por vel. B R

The communication would have been
much better appreciated had it been written
ie United States, and besides gives the re-
cipient away as 8 member of the American
Mochanics as it indicates his foreign origin,
The Freach spirit shows more elan, as it
were, a verve and several other things found
in the back ol the dictionnry. Bhe says:

Ah! qtiel bonheur, rien ne pouvait me ren.
are plos hereux. Je suls au comble de mes
Touxr. Mawme

Then came a private aod confidential note
from Dr. Davis to the reporter, couched in
the following terms:

My rrIEND—Theabove is from some friends
of yours. Ido mot know them; they claim to
be your guides. 1am i Davis

All three communications were apparontly
written on the upper side of a slate, held
firmly against the underside of the table-
Jeaf by the reporter ut one end and the Doe-
tor at the other. The sound of writing was
regular and distinet, and the long dssh Hoes
drawa by the slleged spirit between wes-
rages could be distinguizhed when made,
from the regular writing.

PLEASANT WEATHER AHEAD,

Seme of the Abandened River Signal Sta-
tieus te be Rentored.

The cheerful intormation that the beauti-
ful weather of yesterday is to continue for
severn]l days was given ount at the Sigoal
Service Bureau last night. The tempera-
ture was 46 at 8 o'clock in the morning, but
it raised somewhat later in the day. The
rainfall of the night before was fifty-three
hundredths of an inch, and at 3 o'clock
there was u stage of 6 feet in the rivers. The
indications are that thers will be a scant
coalboat riss—probably 7 or 8 feet.

Advices bave been received from the de-
partment at Wasbington to the eflect that
several of the signal stations that were aban-
doned some time ago are to be re-estab-
lished. From the first of Deocsmber until
April 31 next full reports will be received
from 14 siations. Those that are to be re-
vived are the ones at Warren, Parker,
Clarion, Brownsville, Saltsburg, Greens-
boro, Rowlesburg aod Weston. Bteps will
Srobab!y be taken to have the station =t

ohustown re-established. The preseat ap-
propriation does not provide for this one nor
the one at West Newton.

The weather crop bulletin for the month
of October shows that the weatber ewas
cooler than usual in all agricuitural dis-
triets. The line of killing frost has extended
South to the northern portion of the Gall
States, Light frosts cccurred ss far south
as Southern Alsbams, Central Georgia and
Northern Lounisiana. There was less rain
in October than usnal in the central valleys.
The greatest rainfall was in Californa,
where it exceeded six inches. The drought
condition which existed in the central
valleys has been succeeded by rains, which
bave greatly improved the condition of the
winter wheat crop.

Mre, O'Rourkie, Livieg in the West End,
Found is Her Kitchen. F

Mre. Ann O"Rourke, 8 woman sbout 60
vears old, was found dead in her kitohen,
before the stove, st moon yesterday. BShe
lived in a two-story frame house on Wabash
avenue, near Independesce street, West
End. A policeman who was informed of
thie woman’s death notified Dr. T. M. Ryall
who examined the bedy. The woman had
been dead a wery short time. The doetor
thonght the cause of death was neuralgia
of the heart. She hnd been Liﬁhling the
to prepare dinner when she fell.

Mrs. O'Rourke bad lived for many years
in the West End. She had four children.
A grown son und s prown danghter do not
live at home. Awpocther sou, George, is o
tenser in the mill of J. Painter & Sons, The
third son is 12 vearsold. Both boys living
at home were ont of the house at the time of
their mother’s death.

Nearly three years ago some of the neigh-
bors called the attention of the Humane
ciety to the treatment which Mra O'Rourke’s
husband was receiving. When an investi-
gation wans made, the old man was found
confined in an apartineat in the basement
of the house. He was in poor health,
ragged and filthy. He had been kept there
for three months on mesger food. e wae
unable to work and was sent to the Poor
Farm. The Coroner will investigate Mrs,
O'Rourke's death to-day.

A SEEMON TO MECHANICS,

Bev. B F. Farrand Prenches to the South-
side Coanclis.

Rev. B. F. Farrand, of the BSoushside
Presbyterisn Church, preached to the
Southside Council of the American Me-
chanies ot his chureh yesterday morning,
takiog for bis text: “They that sow in tears,
shall reap in joy." Mr. Farrand referred
to the breakiog of the chains of Babylonish
captivity, and said it was the outcome of a
seedtime in tears. As the text applies to
the American nation, the speaker placed
the Pivisouth eolony at ene end “‘sowing in
tears,” and the people of to-day st the other
“reapiog in joy."

“As anation," said he, “‘we are sailing in
the world’s tidal wave., In all the cen-
turies gone by no nation has ever attained
the title of our general prosperity. In their
Enlmim days Egypt, Greece and Rome were

ut barbarie nutions when compared with
us. We ble in the h of the Lord
to-day in an atmosphere of religions liberty
so like the awbient air that we forget we
bresthe it. Inall our borders there is not
even a rumor of war. But all this prosper-
ity is the result of & sowing in tears.””

Mr. Farrand reforred to Sabbath breaking
as inimical to the welfare of the republic.

8o much has been said and writen of Ints
about parks for Pittsburg that the subject
had become a little stale, but the generous
donation of 300 acres of the Mt Airy tract_
by Mrs. Schenley has revived hope as well
as interest. Just where the Mt Airy land
is, is nows to many people, 50 & DISPATCH
reporter visited the soene of the
park yesterday. It is safe tosm that
the I.:J‘lng out of the new park will be pro-
ceeded with as rapidly as circumstances
ﬂi‘lh.lio:t'u f the proposed pleasure

e location of the p Te-

sort is, perbaps, as desirable s could be
wished. Situated as it is, al margin
ol a rapidly wing residentisl neighbor-
hood, and within 20minutes’ drive from the
City Hall, it will be withia reach, as well
of the hard-worked toiler in the mills and
his family, when he desires to recuperate
from the effects ot the week's work by
npendinli,; boliday 'midst sylvan glades and
purling brooks, as hia richer neighbor, who
pilots his triftter or takes the sir in his
carriage along the shady rosds and grassy
drives of the wild-wood.
_ Just how the park will be laid ontit is
impossible to say, but judging from the
oatural advantages of the site, the beauty of
the surrounding eountry und the unlimited
opportunities which the occasion presents of
providing & healthful place of recreation for
the masses, it may be expected that those in
whose hands the project will be , will
50 carry out the details to make the new
park, not alone unusually attractive, but &
credit to the city which has long relt the
want of a place suitable for the entertain-
ment and exercise of its citizens,

XOT FAR FROM CITY HALL.

. The nearest point of the park to the ci
is at Boquet and Joho Caire streets, whic
intersect with Forbes street and Fitth
avenue, sbout two miles from the City Hall
On one sgide it is bounded by the west fork
of Four Mile run and by the Junction Rail-
roud. On another side it is confined by
Forward avenue, which is located on Four
Mile run, snd reaches to within 800 feet of
Second avenne. The property of the Mar-
doch beirs adjoin it on asnother side, and
Judge M and Mr. Hoch are the owners
of lupds which lie adjacent. At a point be-
nmd Forbes avenue bridge can be seen

urdoch Hill sloping away on either side
to form a thickly- ravine, down
a murmuring e carries the waters of
numerons springs to the river in the dis
tance.

Oune of the most beautiful spots in the
whole locality is Panther Hollow, which is
a part of the ravine along which the west
branch of Four-Mile run finds its course,
Here there is s poesibility of o charming
drive, winding in and out along the sinnos-
ities of the stream, shaded by the bheavy
growth of timber which abounds. At times
expansive plateans are met with, but the
ground is mostly broken and undulating,
rising at times into abropt blufls, as at the
enst side where there is a heavy slope over-
hlngil:fhtheem branch of Eh-.:nj“m:i-lhcﬂa
rumn. e property is gen ¥
covered titt ﬁ:in IJIF red oak, hickur;
and syeamore, especially in theravines.

A portion of the land bhas been in the oe-
cupation of farmers for some time, and it is
supposed that they would be reguired to
vield up their leases when the time arrives.
It is not thought that anything will be
done toward laying out the site until next
spring.

AN ENGINEER'S VIEWS.

An engineer familiar with the tract stated
that the first thing to be done is to make &
thorough survey, leveling up the ravines
and laying down contour lines, 50 as to as-
certain exaet irregularities of the
ground. From these data a map can be
prepared, and the disposition of the roads,
walks, sites for a promennde and band en-
closures, and other mattars of detail deter-
mined upon. All this will take a consider-
able time, and another winter will probably
come and go before the Behenley Park isan
accomplished affuir snd thrown open to the
public for its enjoyment and delectation.

Mr. Thomas D). Carnaban, whose father is
Mrs. Schenley's attorney, said yesterday
that he had not received any intimation of
the donation, and declared his inability to
locate the site of the park. He turther said
that he was aware of matters in connection
Eith it, which he was not at liberty to men-

on.

For the present also Chief Bigelow de-
elines to discuss the park question or tell
what he knows about the Sehenley gifl
though he is loaded with good stu

in the slang of pewspaper parlance.
What plans the Chief bhas in view
to muke the traet pleasing and

inviting wouid make ioteresting reading for
those who have the welfare of g’ituburg st
heart. It will certainly require theexpendi-
ture of some money to put the land in
shape, but how much is a question. Atany
rate the biggest part of the contract is the
ground, and as that has been secured, Pitts-
burgers feel pretty safe that a park is as-
sured. Mrs, Schenley’s generosily was the
subject of much comment on the sireets yes-
ay.

Feldam, of Pittaburg, in the Wheeling jil,
which was briefly noted in the Sunday Dis-
PATCE. The man, it appears, was fright-
ened into hanging himeell.

Feldam was o peddler. He sold writing
paper, envelopes, handkerchiefs, suspenders,
ete. He went to Wheeling about two weeks
sgo,and the money be madethere he spent for
liguor. Last Friday night he was found in
North Wheeling in company with s young
girl. He was under the influence of strong
drink, and he was booked at the North
Wheeling lockup for drunkenness. While
he was being searched a crowd of the
curious gathered sbout. Feldam asked
someone what punishment he would proba-
bly get. One manreplied, M:ﬂy, “Oh
about 10 years.” Auother man added, “If
the people get hold of you they'll hang

Feldam was frightened by these remarks,
aud a short time r he was put into a cell,
he was seen standing upon s box, with a
piece of small cord about his neck, looking
for a place to which to fasten the other end.

The discovery of the dead body in the
lockup wasa tragical realization ofa ghastly
joke of the day preceeding. On the night
ot Halloween boys had hanged a dommy
man to a tree in East Whealing, A police-
mau eaptured it, and earried 1t to the lock-
up. There some of the officers hanged the
effigy in & cell, and on Friday moruing gave
out the word that a prisoner hed committed
suicide. Scores of people crowded to the
jail to see the corpse. Twenty-four hours

ater nn actual dead man was hanging in
the cell, Nobody went in this time, becanss
they believed it was the same old joke,

A BLOOD-STAINED WEDDING.

A Hangarinn Nuopilals Followed by n
Drunken Riot—A Chlef of Pollce and
nn Oficer Nearly Killed,

A Hungarian wedding, followed by a
drunken riot on Fourth avenue, MeKees-
port, Iate on Saturday night nearly caused
the murder of the Chief of Police, James
Robinson, and Officer James McQuade, who
attempted to subdue it. Clubs and knives
were used with deadly intent and the
roliea fared badly. Robinson was stabbed
n the head, and cut about the armsand
hands, while MeQuade was eut in three
places, any of which might prove fatal, A
deep cut below the ribs in the back, one as
long on the neck, another under the shoul-
der, besides a bruised head, coastitute ¢ lis
injuries. There were about a dozen of the
Huans fighting, and most, if not all, of them
were very drunk.

They charged on the officers when two
were being arrested, and although the

One of the mwen used &

larpe knife, and while several others had

McQuade on the floor, stabbed the officer.

As Hobinson felled one who came st him

Many of the older people who came to this
country, however, are not well educated. It
is the intention to establish litersry and
seientific reading eireles in connection wish
the erganization. Then a greater effort will
be made to have the children get the full
benefit of the publie schools of the eity.

Every feature that can be made conduoive
to the advancement of the poor.la, that will
place them on n higher plane ol oivilization
that will add to their home comfort and
happiness, will be made an object of the

MOBAMMEDAK CUSTOMS,

They Eat Little Meat and Go to Church Five
Times on Emaday.

Mr. 8. H. Bedikian, of Constantinople,
delivered an address in the Mt Washing-
ton Presbyterian Church last night on the
“Native Religions and Mimion Work in
Turkey."” Mr. Bedikian appeared before
the audienee dressed in the habiliments of
his native country. He stated that there
are thres religious sects in Turkey—the
Jewish, the Mohammed aud the Christian.
Mr. Bedikian paid particular sttention to
the customs of the Mobammedans,

“These,"" said he, “go to church five
times a day. Imagine Americans being
compelled to do this. Twice is as often as
they ean endure, and they complain then if
the sermon is o little too long. The Mo-
bommedans slways wash their feet, face and
hands each night before retiring. They eat
no pork. Mutton is preferred. They eat
ng little beef. And I ean very readily
understand why there are so many dentists,
and so many mouths full of ialse teeth in
Americs. 1t is all on secount of the quan-
tit:,r of tough beef consumed.

‘Intoxication is so absolutely prohibited
by the Mohammedan religion that if a sheep
kas been known to drink from a river in
which even a drop of liquor has been spilt,
it in considered unfit for sacrifice. The great
hindrance to mission work among the Mo-
hammedsos is the fact that there is so much
drunkenness in the civilized nations, and
so long asa saloon exists in onme of these
they will besitate to nceept the Christian
religion, As they become enlightened, how-
ever, they endesvor to pattern alter Ameri.
can customs and habits of living. They try
very hard th imitate the missionaries."
